Manufacturers of automobiles have applied 
every device known to motor engineering to 
add to the safety of automobile operation, but 
they have not yet succeeded in eliminating the 
grade crossings. 
Fatalities fro m 
s u c h acci­ 
dents have steadily mounted since motorists 
themselves 
have 
appeared little impressed 
with the results of reckless driving. 
But a verdict of a New York court th*- other 
day, which awarded damages to the New York 
Central Railroad from the owner of a truck 
which had been in collision with a passenger 
train, if used as a precedent for similar ver­ 
dicts in courts throughout the country, may 
accomplish much in the way of making driv­ 
ers cautious as they approach railroad tracks. 
If they realized that they would be held liable 
for damages in case of accident, perhaps they 
would be more careful to "stop, look and lis­ 
ten,” when approaching a grade crossing 
There are many people who will r'sk their 
lives who are more cautious when money is 
concerned. 
The decision of the New York court is emi­ 
nently sensible, 
It was held that the lives of 
people on railway trains are endangered as 
well as those in automobiles when a collision 
occurs, and where the driver of the cai is at 
fault, the proposition is set up that he i3 liable 
for damages. 
Heretofore, the railroads have usually as­ 
sumed to be at fault. Collisions have usually 
been followed by large damage suits against 
the roads, and they have been compelled to 
pay tens of thousands of dollars to the victims 
of such accidents. 
In many cases, no doubt, 
the train crews were not to blame. 
When two automobiles or an automobile 
and another vehicle collide the driver of the 
one which is at fault is usually called upon to 
pay the damages. 
Fair play suggests that the 
same rule apply in settling cases in which the 
collision is between a car and a train. 
The 
action of the New York court indicates that 
this may be done in the future 
Motor car drivers in future will not only face a 
livlihood of being strewn over the adjacent landscape 
but will also be brought into court on the way to the 
hospital and caused to pay for the injured feelings of 
the engineer and the paint that was scratched from 
the “cow-catcher.” 
It is probably a good plan, con­ 
sidering that there are men who, while utterly reckless 
with the lives of their friends, will think tw4ce before 
they will take chances on parting with a sum of 
money.

The proposition of the Alabama Power Company 
to take control of Muscle Shoals is finding increasing 
favor among Congressmen. 
Mr. Ford gave no in­ 
timation in bis offer as to what he would d ' with the 
excess power generated at the two dams across the 
Tennessee River 
He only agreed to manufacture 
nitrate at the two government plants, which, at maxi­ 
mum capacity, would require 120,000 hcisepower. 
The balance of the power, amounting to about 700,- 
000 horsepower, he could use for any purpose he saw 
fit, so far as any limitation in his contract is con­ 
cerned. 
The Alabama 
Power Company, 
on the 
other hand, agrees to transmit the power over a 
radius of 400 miles, and to function as a public 
utility subject to regulation by Federal and State 
laws. 
Under that plan upwards of 800 miles of 
southern territory would be electrified, and the result­ 
ing stimulation to industry would De enormous.

EGGS 
People who for reasons of health 
are required to eliminate meat from 
the diet fall back on 
eggs as 
the 
chief article of food. 
Consequently, they require eggs 
cooked in various forms to rule out 
monotony in diet. 
Then arises the 
problem as to which form is the most 
digestible. 
Teats hove been made of the di­ 
gestion of eggs cooked in the fol­ 
lowing ways: 
soft boiled, soft cook­ 
ed; hard boiled; fried; soft on both 
sides, using 
excess 
fat; 
poached, 
scram m ed; scrambled, using excess 
fat; shirred; pickled: deviled; plain 
omelet; Spanish omelet; bacon and 
eggs, and scrambled eggs with "friz­ 
zled beef." 
The results of these tests show 
that a soft boiled or soft cooked egg 
is digested rather more rapidly and 
satisfactorily in the stomach than is 
mi egg prepared in any other way. 
But the margin in favor of the soft 
boiled eggs is 
nevertheless 
slight, 
since the 
stomach gives a hearty 
welcome to all sorts and conditions 
of eggs, Including even 
the much 
abused cold storage egg and the froz­ 
en egg. 
Another 
interesting experiment 
has elicited the information that 
people who have aa antipathy for 
eggs can digest them just as well as 
people who like eggs. 
This would indicate that so-called 
"food idiosyncracy” is not necessa­ 
rily associated with the stomach. 
There is Borne evidence that the 
white of a raw egg Is not used as 
completely in the body as the white 
of a cooked egg.
